tion Get Together Immediately-

Washington, June 2.—Demand that the present, Mexican lead- 


ers act together and act promptly "for the relief and redemption 
of their prostrate country*' was made by President Wilson today. 


Jn an open review of Mexican conditions the president 
said 


they can no longer be tolerated. Unless the Mexican leaders act, 
the president warns them this government "will be constrained to 
decide wiv.t means should be employed by the United States in or- 
der to help Mexico save herself and serve her people." 


The president's statement in full is as follows:

"For more than two years revolutionary conditions have ex- 


isted in Mexico. The purpose of the revolution was to rid Mexico 
of men who ignored the constitution of the republic and used their 
power in contempt of the rights of its people, and with their pur- 
poses the people of the United States instinctively and generously 
sympathised.

It is doubtful, however, if these arc the real, under!;,nig sentiments 
which animate the soldiers. 


Out of all the contending millions in Europe it is ftai'c to say 


there are no eases of personal ,'immohity. 31en answer the call of. 
their governments. 
They are trained to obey their officers. 
They 


march arid countermarch; thej lie in the trenches; they expose them- 
selves to death day after day; thcv suffer all manner ol hardships 
because they believe it their duty to do so. 


But until they see the blood flow; until their messmates are Tail- 


ing all around them; and the erics of the dying arouse them to an 
fibnormal fury we doubt if there is any individual animosity in the 
opposing forces. 
On the other hand is it not true that on both sides 


are men who, prior to the call fo arms were workinc; hand in hand 
in their respective nations for the betterment of social, political and 
Industrial conditions? 


In a recent issue of Bodenreform, a radical publication in Ber- 


lin, the statement is made that five patriots and members of the 
Land Reform League had just fallen in battle 
0ml only the other 


day the papers reported that .losiah AVedgwood, unselfish citizen, 
-noble minded advocate of elemental justice and leader in the fight 
against land monopoly in England was severely, if not mortally 
wounded before Ypres. 


No bloody victory can compensate any nation for the loss of 


citizens like these. It is inconceivable that men tike these should 
hate each other. Men of this stamp hate no one. The horrors of 
this war must have appalled them and aroused in "them grave fears 
for the future of European civilization. That they should be called 
on to kill each other is monstrous in conception and revolting in the 
execution of their involuntary crimes. 


The real enemies of England are not the Germans, but the Brit- 


jsh Tories who obstruct the efforts of those like Wedgwood who 
^yould restore to the people of England the right to the use of Eng- 
lish land. The real enemies of Germany are not the English and 
French, but German junkers who oppost the efforts of the Boden- 
reformers to free the land of Germany. And the loss of men like the 
above is not a German and English loss, but a loss to the forward- 
looking people of every land and clime. 


Wedgwood's loss was just as ranch a loss to the real interests 


of German}- and America as it was to England. It is indeed a so- 
eial and a political maladjustment when Soldiers of the Common 
Good are forced, to leave off their warfare on Injustice and Mon- 
opoly and destroy each other's lives.

WHEN CHOWS MOBILIZE.' 


They Usually Mass Themselves For 


Attack i Upon an Enemy. 


The crows are masters of mobiliza- 


tion. 
Such mobilizations have fre- 


quently been investigated. 
Usually 


they prove to be for the attack on some 
enemy. 


Thoreau speaks of the crows "burst- 


ing up above the woods where tl^y 
were perching like the blsiek fragments 
of a powder mill jnst exploded." When 
they are gathered for war purposes 
their cries will lead you to the spot 
where they are fighting, and these 
same bursts of black fragments above 
the trees, usually following an especial 
uproar of cawing, \\ill direct you to the 
center of the battle. 


Walter King Stone, the illustrator, 


and Charles JJUngston Bull have told 
me of a mobilization they once wit 
nessed, when the crows gathered for 
hours and the two obseners were able 
to penetrate tbe woods to the exact 
spot beneath tbe feathered explosions. 
There they found a great honied owl 
flying low in the trees with a dead 
crow in his talons. Whether this was 
the original cause of the battle or 
whether he had grabbed the crow in 
one of the.descents of the birds about 
his head they, of course, could not say. 
He was evidently struggling to find n 
dead, tree where he could taUe refuge 
He was saved probably by the coining 
of nigbt 


Crows have even been known to at- 


tack foxes, as Winslow Homer's paint- 
ing is the most famous witness 


A farmer near' my home who has 


observed crows for many years atid 
has the reputation of knowing more 
about them than any one else in the 
neighborhood (ells me that almost in- 
variably in his experience the rouse 
of a large mobilization is either a big 
owl or a hawk. The little screech owls 
are also attacked, but by lesser num- 
bers. He has also personally seen the 
crows attack a fox while it was cross- 
Ing an open field, acd once he watched 
a flock of nearly 100 crows worrying 
a Skye terrier dog, which was so thor- 
oughly frightened that it ^as running 
la circles. I have seen crows attack 
t cat also, but the cat always Is wise 
•nough to make for cover. — Walter 
Prichard Eaton in Harper's Magazine
